The  39th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North 
Carolina  Railroad  Compaiu',  held  at  Morehead  City,  N.  C,  the  fourth 
Thursday  (28)  September,  1893,  is  temporarily  organized  by  electing 
J.  J.  Wolfenden  as  chairman,  and  W.  L.  Arendell  as  secretary. 

The  Proxy  Committee  reports  that  there  are  4,903  shares,  a  majority 
of  the  individual  stock  and  ten  individual  stockholders  and  the  State 
Proxy  present. 

The  Chairman  announces  that  a  quorum  being  present,  the  meeting  is 
duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

On  motion  of  W.  T.  Dortch,  the  temporary  organization  is  made  per- 
manent.

President's  Report. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Co: 
Gentlemen: — 

We  beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  39th  annual  report 
of  the  operation  of  your  road  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  its  physical  con- 
dition and  the  financial  condition  of  your  Company. 

On  the  7th  day  of  last  September,  as  suggested  in  our  last  report,  we 
declared  a  dividend  of  two  per  centum  upon  the  Capital  Stock,  amoun- 
ting to  $35,950.00  payable  on  the  first  day  of  October  1892.  On  that 
day  the  cash  balance  in  our  Treasury  amounted  to  $59,303.  Gl  and  our 
current  indebtedness  $1,359.78,  leaving  a  clear  balance  after  deducting 
the  amount  of  dividend  and  the  current  indebtedness  of  $21,993.83  to 
meet  any  possible  contingency  that  might  arise  and  amply  sufficient  to 
prosecute  such  changes  and  improvements  as  were  projected. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  state,  and  we  think  it  will  afford  gratification 
to  you  and  to  the  State  at  large,  that  the  dividend  paid  to  the  State 
last  year  amounted  to  about  $5,000.00  more  than  the  interest  on  the 
outstanding  4  per  cent,  bonds  issued  by  the  State  in  exchange  for  the 
original  issue  for  the  construction  of  your  road.  At  the  close  of  the  fis- 
cal year  just  past  our  cash  balance  amounted  to  $54,009.52  being 
$10,521.01  more  than  it  was  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year. 

We  are  therefore  of  opinion  £hat  a  further  dividend  of  two  per  centum 
upon  the  Capital  Stock  shall  be  declared,  payable  in  September  or  Octo- 
ber next. 

The  earnings  of  your  road  during  the  last  twelve  months  are  highly 
satisfactory,  and  a  comparison  of  the  earnings  during  the  four  years  of 
the  present  management  with  those  of  the  previous  four  years  shows  a 
marked  and  steady  improvement,  which  cannot  fail  to  be  gratifying  to 
3rou,  as  your  property  has  been  improving  year  by  year  for  many  years, 
the  traffic,  both  Freight  and  Passenger,  has  been  gradually  but  stead- 
ily increasing,  and  in  consequence  our  revenue  has  been  a  surprise  to  the 
most  sanguine:

The  above  statement  shows  an  increase  of  $132,431.72;  more  than  28 
per  cent,  in  earnings  for  the  last  four,  over  the  previous  four  years. 

In  the  expenses  of  the  last  four  years  ai-e  included  permanent  improve- 
ments and  extraordinary  repairs,  and  the  October  1892  dividend, 
amounting  to  $103,197.06  and  the  indebtedness  of  the  Company,  when 
we  assumed  control  $56,115.98  amounting  in  all  to  $159,313.04,  still 
leaving  us  with  a  cash  balance  June  30th,  1893  of  $54,009.52. 

The  utmost  care  and  vigilance  have  been  exercised  in  our  expenses  and 
while  there  has  been  no  stint  in  necessaries,  for  the  road  and  its  equip- 
ments, no  extravagance  has  been  allowed. 

We  have  been  required  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  Locomotive  Engin- 
eers, which  has  caused  an  extra  expense  of  about  $1,000.00  per  annum. 
Liberal  wages  will  always    command    the  zealous  service  of  efficient 


men,  and  we  think  that  in  no  branch  of  the  railroad  service  are  good 
and  capable  men  more  necessar}-  than  in  Locomotive  Engineering.  The 
lives  of  passengers  and  e'mployees  and  the  safety  of  the  property  of  pa- 
trons, are  largely  dependant  upon  their  carefulness,  intelligence  and  vigi- 
lance, therefore  it  is  well  that  they  should  feel  that  the}'  are  amply  com- 
pensated for  their  labor. 

The  business  of  the  Southern  Express  Co.  shows  a  very  gratifying  in- 
crease, and  we  think  that  year  by  year  it  will  be  added  to.  We  have 
now  in  the  shops  a  new  express  car  in  process  of  construction,  of  60,000 
lbs  capacity,  which  the  increasing  business  has  demanded,  and  when 
completed  will  add  greatly  to  the  facility  of  express  transportation. 

We  have  had  erected  at  LaGrange  a  handsome  and  commodious  pas- 
senger station,  at  a  cost  of  $750.00  which  contributes  greatly  to  the 
convenience  of  the  traveling  public,  and  is  an  ornament  to  that  thriving 
town.  A  somewhat  similar  building  is  needed  at  Morehead  City,  and 
should  be  built  at  as  earl)'  a  day  as  practicable. 

We  have  contracted  lor  the  purchase  of  fifty  tons  of  steel  rails.  This 
was  found  necessary  on  account  of  the  man}'  lumber  mills  erected  along 
the  line  of  your  road,  requiring  additional  side  tracks  which  are  indis- 
pensable for  the  convenience  of  our  patrons.  Our  local  business  requires 
and  receives  every  encouragement,  and  it  has  been  our  policy  which  we 
think  should  be  continued,  to  offer  every  reasonable  facility  to  our  pa- 
trons, both  in  cheap  rates  and  the  quick  transportation  of  freight. 

Our  truck  business  during  the  past  season  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
both  in  the  amount  received  for  shipment  and  the  safe  and  speedy  deliv- 
ery at  destination  points. 

The  Wilmington,  Newbern  &  Norfolk  Railroad  is  nearly  completed  be- 
tween Wilmington  and  Newbern,  and  we  presume  that  by  September  a 
regular  passenger  train  will  be  running  between  those  points.  We  are 
gratified  that  it  is  so  near  completion  as  we  think  it  will  be  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  developing  a  fine  section  of  country,  hitherto  not  trav- 
ersed by  railroads,  and  we  believe  that  your  road  and  it  will  be  of  great 
mutual  benefit. 

During  the  month  of  June  your  road  was  thoroughly  examined  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  N.  C,  by  request  of  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
We  have  seen  no  official  report  of  their  inspection,  and  do  not  know  the 
conclusions  arrived  at  b}'  them  as  to  its  physical  and  financial  con- 
dition, but  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  were  both  satisfied 
and  surprised.  A  thorough  inspection  of  the  entire  road-bed,  bridges,  cul- 
verts and  cattle  guards  was  also  made  by  your  road  master  and  fore- 
man of  bridges,  at  a  subsequent  period,  and  all  were  found  in  good 
condition,  and  are  absoluteh'  safe.  All  the  viaducts  along  the  line  of 
your  road  require  and  receive  constant  attention,  and  such  precautions 
are  used  as  not  only  to  avoid  the  risk  of  accidents  to  your  trains,  but 
to  render  them  impossible. 

Our  schedules  have  been  run  with  matchless  regularity.  We  doubt  if 
there  is  a  Railroad  in  the  State  which  has  made  its  connections  with 
more  perfect  regularity.  The  "mullet"  is  obtaining  a  reputation  for  be- 
ing as  prompt  in  its  ariving  as  its  namesake  of  the  finny  tribe.  During 
our  four  years  management,  we  believe  that  we  have  lost  but  two  con- 
nections which  were  caused  by  slight  but  unavoidable  accidents  to  the 
machinery. 

The  traffic  relations  which  we  have  with  connecting  Railroad  and 
Steamboat  lines  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  and  all  our  dealings  with 
them  are  characterized  by  harmony  and  good  feeling. 


Our  cotton  business  was  very  much  diminished  during  the  last  cotton 
season,  in  consequence  of  Wilmington  proving  to  be  a  better  cotton 
market  than  Norfolk,  which  induced  the  shipment  of  large  quantities  of 
cotton  from  Goldsboro  and  Kinston,  and  a  further  inducement  being 
the  rate  per  bale,  $1.20  from  Kinston  to  Wilmington,  via.  the  W.  &  W. 
Railroad  and  its  Kinston  branch,  as  against  $1.50  to  Norfolk,  and 
furthermore  the  short  crop  of  cotton  in  this  section.  The  prospects  of 
an  abundant  harvest  during  the  coming  season  is  exceedingly  bright, 
and  we  hope  that  your  road  will  obtain  its  full  share  in  that  abundance. 

During  last  spring  we  were  notified  by  the  authorities  of  the  City  of 
Newbcrn  that  the  grade  of  the  track  through  one  of  the  principal  streets 
must  be  lowered  so  as  to  conform  to  the  grades  of  the  intersecting 
streets.  We  complied  with  the  demand  and  completed  the  work  at  the 
least  possible  expense,  and  we  believe  that  satisfaction  has  been  given 
to  all  concerned. 

Complaint  has  been  made  and  the  United  States  Government  has  been 
iuvoked  to  require  this  Company  to  enlarge  the  draw  in  Trent  river 
bridge,  as  it  is  claimed  that  sufficient  accommodation  was  not  afforded 
the  steamers  and  schooners,  which  navigate  the  river  above  the  bridge. 
Such  an  enlargement  as  is  desired  would  involve  a  very  heavy  expendi- 
ture of  money,  and  in  our  opinion  is  not  justified  by  the  circumstances 
of  the  case. 

The  depressed  condition  of  business  throughout  the  world,  and  espe- 
cially in  this  Country  at  the  present  time  and  which  will  probably  in- 
crease as  the  summer  months  roll  by,  must  to  some  extent  affect  our 
business  interests,  but  as  we  by  our  topographical  situation,  are  almost 
entirely  exempt  from  these  great  cyclonic  disturbances  of  the  elements, 
so  in  our  business  interests  we  have  not  been  afflicted  with  wild-cat 
speculations  and  mushroom  "booms."  Our  climate  is  temperate  and 
salubrious,  and  our  people  are  temperate  and  conservative,  and  we  trust 
that  as  the  terrible  cyclones  which  carry  death  and  destruction  with 
them  pass  us  by,  so  the  great  business  cyclone  which  threatens  this 
country  with  ruin  and  disaster,  will  leave  us  equally  unharmed.  We 
have  the  fullest  assurance  as  to  the  safety  of  your  property. 

Your  Company  has  practically  no  debt,  outside  of  its  bonded  indebt- 
edness. Your  property  of  every  description  is  in  excellent  condition,  and 
unless  widespread  and  universal  destruction  should  sweep  over  our  land, 
you  have  every  reason  to  anticipate  bright  results  in  the  future.  As  a 
directory  we  have  labored  zealousl\r  for  your  interests.  Our  work  to- 
gether for  the  last  four  years  has  been  characterized  by  complete  har- 
mony in  thought  and  action,  and  we  feel  grateful  that  our  success  has 
been  commensurate  with  our  efforts.  We  desire  to  call  attention  to  and 
to  express  our  satisfaction  at  the  interest  manifested  and  the  zeal  dis- 
pkiyed  by  the  officers  and  employees  of  your  Company  in  their  several 
departments,  fitr  the  advancement  of  your  interests. 

It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  inform  you  that  since  your  last  meet- 
ing, Mr.  Basil  Manly,  for  more  than  fifteen  years  your  Master  Mechanic, 
after  months  of  great  suffering,  departed  this  life.  He  was  a  capable  and 
efficient  officer,  and  we  deplore  his  loss. 

For  more  detailed  information  we  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  reports 
of  the  officers  in  their  respective  departments.

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  Railroad  Company: 

Your  Committee  attended  regularry  at  the  office  of  the  Company  and 
examined  in  detail  the  books,  accounts,  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1893,  and  found  them  neatly  and 
correctly  kept,  and  all  disbursements  evidenced  by  approved  vouchers.

You  will  notice  that  the  increased  earnings  of  past  four  years  is 
$132,431.72  (which  amounts  to  an  ordinary  3rear's  receipts),  has  been  at- 
tained at  an  additional  cost  of  about  5  per  cent.  Your  committee  finds 
that  the  progress  made  and  commented  upon  in  their  last  report,  has 
been  fully  sustained  the  past  year.    The  management  has  declared  their

second  annual  dividend  out  of  the  earnings  of  tbf  road.  You  will  notice 
that  the  present  management  has  increased  the  earnings  of  the  road 
about  28  per  cent,  with  a  comparatively  small  addition  to  "operating 
expenses."  We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  about  70  per 
cent,  of  the  earnings  has  paid  operating  expenses  of  the  road  during  the 
past,  four  years  including  fixed  charges,  while  the  previous  four  years 
the  cost  was,  about  85  percent.  The  present  financial  condition  of  the 
road  is  a  striking  example  of  the  effects  of  "business  like"  management, 
and  your  committee  firmly  believes  that  if  the  business  of  the  road  is 
continued  in  the  same  "lines,"  its  affairs  managed  in  the  interest  of  the 
stockholders  and  the  development  of  the  country  through  which  it  pass- 
es without  fear  or  favor,  fas  it  has  been  the  past  few  years)  that  your 
property  will  be  a  regular  "dividend"  payer,  and  be  a  profit  and  blessing 
to  the  country  along  its  line.

Engines: 

Are  in  very  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  engine  6,  which  is 
only  used  in  yard  service  and  not  worth  the  expense  of  any  extensive 
repairs*  Engines  Nos.  1  and  2  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re- 
painted. The  cost  of  repairs  On  the  engines  for  the  12  months  is  $4,- 
400.89.  Oils,  Grease  and  waste  $376.57.  Fuel  $6,337.58.  Wood 
and  water  stations  $123.24.  Engineers,  firemen  and  cleaners  $6,565.- 
07.    Total  $17,803.35. 

Passenger  Cars: 

Are  in  very  fair  condition.  We  have  one  parlor,  two  first-class,  nine 
second-class  and  two  baggage  and  mail  cars.  Coaches  9,  17,  11,  16 
and  baggage  car  13  have  been  repainted.  Cost  of  passenger  cars  for 
repairs,  oils,  waste,  etc.,  for  the  12  months  is  $2,690.28.  Car  cleaning 
and  inspecting  $261.69.     Lights  $55.51.     Total  $3,007.48. 

Freight  Cars: 

Are  in  good  condition.  We  have  rebuilt  one  flat  car,  and  have  ordered 
the  material  for  building  one  fish  car  of  60,000  lbs  capacity  on  which 
work  has  begun.  We  have  41  platform  cars  of  40,000  lbs  capacity,  11 
platform  cars  of  16,000  lbs  capacity,  12  box  cars  of  40, 000  lbs  capac- 
ity, 33  box  cars  of  16,000  to  24,000  lbs  capacity,  5  gondola  cars  of 
20,000  lbs  capacity  and  2  shanty  cars.  Cost  of  labor  and  material  for 
repairs,  waste,  oil  and  etc.,  is  $2,823.51.  Car  inspecting  $261.70.

Shops  Machinery  and  Buildings: 

Are  in  very  good  condition.  We  have  put  in  a  quick  steaming  boiler 
to  be  used  in  case  of  fire,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  $125.00.  Bought  150  feet  red 
cross  cotton  hose  at  a  cost  of  $35.63.  Bought  1  No.  5  buffalo  steel 
pressure  blower  at  a  cost  of  $40.00.  Built  one  water  tank  in  shops 
yard  at  a  cost  of  $90.00.  The  cost  of  new  tools,  repairs  of  patterns

There  have  been  put  in  track  35,000  Cross  Ties,  and  there  are  now 
on  the  road  between  7,000  and  8,000  which  will  be  distributed  and 
worked  in  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  32  kegs  of  spikes  have 
been  used  and  10  kegs  of  nails.  One  ninety  degree  (90°)  crossing  has 
been  put  in  at  Dover  for  Goldsboro  Lumber  Company  track.  Six  (6) 
new  steel  frogs  have  been  put  in  and  twenty-five  (25)  tons  of  Steel  Rail. 

The  road  bed,  bridges  and  culverts  have  had  the  necessary  repairs  and 
are  in  safe  condition. 

On  July  24th,  25th  and  26th,  in  company  with  Mr.  Hugh  Murdoch 
Foreman  of  bridges,  I  made  a  rigid  inspection  of  all  bridges  and  culverts 
and  upon  that  inspection  base  the  foregoing  statement:— The  timber 
needed  as  per  our  inspection  for  the  coming  year  is  being  cut  and  the 
usual  repairs  will  continue.  The  timber  for  pier  shed  at  Newbern 
warehouse  is  being  cut  and  it  will  be  put  in  thorough  order  fast  as  work 
can  be  done. 

The  piling  for  Trent  River  draw  and  those  for  fenders  around  ware- 
house at  Newbern  are  being  cut.  We  will  have  to  build  tanks  for  La- 
Grange,  Newport  and  Morehead  City  the  coming  year,  the  balance  are 
in  good  condition. 

The  warehouse  and  platform  at  Goldsboro,  LaGrange,  Caswell  and 
Core  Creek  need  slight  repairs,  the  balance  are  in  good  condition. 

The  cranks,  dump  cars  and  tools  on  the  sections  are  in  fair  condition.
